S.0. 1124(E). —In terms of Section 4 (4) of the Unlawful Activities (Prevention) Act, 1967, the 
order of the Tribunal presided over by Hon’ble Ms. Justice Hima Kohli, Judge, Delhi High Court, to whom 
a reference was made under Section 4( 1) of the Unlawful Activities (Prevention) Act, 1967 for adjudicating 
whether or not there is sufficient cause for declaring the Meitei Extremist Organisations of Manipur, viz., the 
People’s Liberation Army (PLA), the Revolutionary Peoples’ Front (RPF), the United National Liberation 
Front (UNLF), the Peoples’ Revolutionary Party of Kangleipak (PREPAK), the Kangleipak Communist 
Party (KCP), the Kanglei Yaol Kanba Lup (KYKL) and the Manipur People’s Liberation Front (MPLF), as 
unlawful is published for general information: 


REPORT OF THE UNLAWFUL ACTIVITIES (PREVENTION) TRIBUNAL PRESIDED 
OVER BY HON’BLE MS. JUSTICE HIMA KOHLI, JUDGE OF DELHI HIGH COURT 


In the Matter of: 

Declaration of the Meitei Extremist Organisations of Manipur, namely, 

1. The Peoples’ Liberation Army generally known as PLA; 

2. The Revolutionary Peoples’Front (RPF) 

3. The United National Liberation Front (UNLF) 

i 

4. The Peoples’ Revolutionary Party of Kangleipak (PREPAK) and its armed wing, also called the 
“Red Army”; 

5. The Kangleipak Communist Party (KCP) and its armed wing also called the “Red Army”; 

6. The Kanglei Yaol Kanba Lup (KYKL) and 

7. , The Manipur Peoples’ Liberation Front (MPLF) 

“To be Unlawful Associations” under Sub-section (1) of Section 3 of the Unlawful Activities 
(Prevention) Act, 1967 (37 of 1967). 

1. The Government of India in exercise ofthe powers conferred by Sub-section (1) of Section 3 of the 
Unlawful Activities (Prevention) Act, 1967 (37 of 1967), (hereinafter referred to as “the Act”) declared the Meitei 
Extremist Organisations ofManipur, namely, (1) The Peoples’LitentionAnny known as PLA; (2)The Revolutionary 
Peoples’ Front (RPF); (3) The United National Liberation Front (UNLF); (4) The Peoples’ Revolutionary Party 
of Kangleipak (PREPAK) and its armed wing, the “Red Army”; (5) The Kangleipak Communist Party (KCP) 
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and its armed wing, also called the "Red Army" ; (6) The Kanglei Yaol 
Kanba Lup (KYKL); and (7) The Manipur Peoples' Liberation Front 
(MPLF), along with all their factions, wings and front organisations 
(hereinafter referred to as "the Meitei Extremist Organizations" ) as 
Unlawful Associations vide its notification dated 13.11.2009. 

2. It is stated in the said notification that the Central Government 
is of the opinion that if the Unlawful Activities of the Meitei Extremist 
Organizations are not curbed and coritf&H^ 'they would 

take the opportunity of:- J " 

(i) mobilizing their cadres for escalating their secessionist, 
subversive, terrorist and violent activities; 

(ii) propagating anti-national activities in collusion with forces 
inimical to the sovereignty and integrity of India; 

(lit) indulging in increased killings, of civilians and targeting of 
the police and security force personnel; 

(iv) procuring and inducting more illegal arms and 
ammunitions from across the international border; 

(v) extorting and collecting huge funds from the public for 
their unlawful activities. 


3. It is further stated that these extremist organizations have 
openly declared the formation of an independent Manipur by secession 
of Manipur State from. India as their objective and they have been 
employing and engaging in armed means to achieve the aforesaid 
objectives, they have been attacking the security forces, the police, 
the government employees and law abiding citizens in Manipur. They 
have been indulging in acts .of intimidation, extortion and looting of 
civilians for collection of funds for their organizations, they have been 
making efforts to establish contacts with sources abroad for influencing 
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public opinion and for securing their assistance by way of arms and 
training for the purpose of achieving their secessionist objective and 
they have been maintaining camps in neighboring countries for the 
purpose of sanctuary, training and clandestine procurements of arms 
ammunitions. It is^further submitted that the activities of the Meitei 
Extremist organisations are detrimental to the sovereignty and 
integrity of India. For the aforesaid reasons and grounds, the Central 
Government came to the conclusion that the said organizations were 
unlawful associations. - 

4. The Government of India while declaring the Meitei Extremist 
Organisations as "Unlawful Associations" under the Unlawful Activities 
(Prevention) Act, 1967, for a further period of two' years w.e.f. 
13.11.2009, also considered the following points: 

i) Cpntinued espousal of the policy of secession of 
Manipur from India; 

ii) Continued engagement in activities prejudicial to the 
sovereignty and integrity of India; 

iii) Continued adoption of violence and terror through' 
armed action as a means of achieving their objective; 

iv) High level of extortion and illegal collection from the 
public including businessmen, traders and even 

' Government employees; 

v) Links and support to other North-East insurgent 
groups and with neighbouring countries; 
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vi) Procurement of large quantities of sophisticated arms 
and ammunition through clandestine channels or by 

snatching from police and security forces. 

> ' . ■ . 

5. The Central Government declared the Meitei Extremist 

Organizations as Unlawful Associations vide its notification No. 2883 
(E) dated 13 th November, 2009. The Central Government in exercise 
of the powers conferred by Sub-section (1) of Section 5 of the 
Unlawful Activities (Prevention) Act, 1967, constituted this Tribunal 
vide Gazette Notification No. S.O. 3180 (E) dated 11th December 
2009, for the purpose of adjudicating whether or not there is sufficient 
cause for declaring the said Meitei Extremist Organisations to be 
Unlawful Associations as required by Sub-section (1) of Section 4 of 
the Act. ■ . 

6. On the aforesaid reference having been made, this Tribunal vide 
order dated 23 rd December, 2009 in pursuance of the provision of 
Section 4(2) of the Act, issued notice to the aforesaid Meitei Extremist 
organisations to show cause within 30 days from the date of the 
service of the said notices as to why the said Organizations should not 
be declared unlawful. This Tribunal also directed that the notices be 
served in the following manner: 

(i) By affixing a copy of the notice at some conspicuous part 
of the office(s), if any, of the Associations; 
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(ii) By publication in a national newspaper in English and in 
one vernacular newspaper of the State of Manipur in which 
the activities of the aforesaid organizations are ordinarily 
carried on, and which are under circulation in the State of 
Manipur. 

\ 

(iii) By serving a copy of the notice, wherever possible, on the 
principal office bearers, if any, of the Associations; 

(iv) By jasting the notice on the Notice Board of the office of 
the District Magistrate or the Tehsildar at the Headquarters 
of the District or the Tehsil, as the case may be, in which 
the principal office(s) of the Associations are situated; and 

(v) By proclaiming by beat of drums or by means of 
loudspeakers, the contents of the notice in the area in 
which the activities of the Associations are ordinarily 
carried on; and 

(vi) By making an announcement over the radio from the local 
or nearest broadcasting station of the All India Radio; 

7. The Tribunal also directed its Registrar to supervise the service 
of notices. The report of the Registrar as regards service of notices 
was also filed. The affidavit of service was filed by the Union of India. 

8. From the material placed on record as well as report of the 
Registrar of the Tribunal, the Tribunal was satisfied that the notices 
had been duly served on the aforesaid organizations/associations as 
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per the directions of the Tribunal as prescribed under Rule 6 of the 
Unlawful Activities (Prevention) Rules, 1968. 

9. Inspite of opportunities having been afforded by Tribunal's 
orders dated 23.12.2009, 10.2.2010, 23.2.2010,4.3.2010, 22.3.2010,. 
1.4.2010, and 8.4.2010 to the Meitei Extremist Organizations to file 
their replies/affidavits and have themselves represented before the 
Tribunal on the dates of hearing, none of the organizations has made 
any appearance, nor has any cause been shown in response to the 
notice. 

10. In the hearing of the Tribunal held at Shillong on 22.3.2010 part 
evidence of PW-1, Mr. Devesh Deval, Joint Secretary (Home), 
Government of Manipur was recorded and his deposition was 
deferred to the next date of hearing to enable him to produce some 
more documents. The following officers of the Government of Manipur, 
who had filed their affidavits by way of evidence were examined on 
oath and their'depositions were recorded: 

PW-2 Mr. Sarangthem Ibomcha Singh,Dy.SP(CDO), 
XmphaB; 

PW-3 Mr. Md. Hushne Jaman, SDPO,Moirang, Manipur; 
PW-4 Mr. K. Meghachandra Singh, SDPO, Lamlai, Imphal 
East District, Manipur; 

PW-5 Mr. T.Lalboi Haokip, SDPO, Thoubai, Manipur; 
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11. In the hearing of the Tribunal held at Delhi on 1.4.2010 the 
evidence of the following officer of the Government of India, who had 
filed his affidavit by way of evidence was examined on oath and his 
deposition was recorded:- 

PW-6, Mr. R. R. Jha, Director (North East), Ministry of Home 
Affairs, Government of India. 

On the same date, the remaining evidence of PW-1, Mr. Devesh Deval, 
Joint Secretary(Home), Government of Manipur was recorded. 

12. In the hearing of the Tribunal held at Guwahati on 8.4.2010-the 
following officers of the Government of Manipur, who had filed their 
affidavits by way of evidence were examined on oath and their 
depositions were recorded 

PW-7 Mr. Th. Vikramjit Singh, SDPO,Singjamei,Manipur; 

PW-8 Mr.Laishram Birbabu Singh, SDPO, Porompat, 
Imphal (East) Manipur; 

PW-9 Mr. - N. Madhunimai Singh, SDPO,Imphal (West), 
Manipur; 

PW-10 Mr. M. Rameswar Singh, SDPO, Moreh, Manipur. 

13. During their examination-in-chief, all the aforesaid witnesses 
admitted their signatures on their respective affidavits and tendered 
their affidavits along with all the exhibits mentioned therein and 
enclosed therewith as a part of their evidence. 

14. None appeared before the Tribunal for the aforesaid Meitei 
Organizations for the cross examination of the witnesses in spite of 
affording opportunities as aforesaid. The .witnesses were therefore 
discharged. Since no representation, communication or any document 
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had been received from the aforesaid extremist organizations, either 
by this Tribunal or its Registrar, the evidence was thus concluded. 

15. Arguments were addressed by Mr. A.S. Chandhiok, ASG, 
assisted by Mr. Baldev Malik, Advocate on behalf of the Union of India. 
Learned counsels request that the Notification No.2883(E) dated 
13.11.2009 issued under Section 3 (1) of the Unlawful Activities 
(Prevention) Act, 1967 by the Central Government, whereby the 
aforesaid Meitei Extremist Organizations had been declared as unlawful 
organizations, be confirmed. 

16. The Tribunal has perused the documentary evidence placed on 
the record as also the affidavits and the oral evidence adduced by the 
Union of India and the State of Manipur. 

17. PW-1 Mr. Devesh Deval, Joint Secretary (Home), Government of 
Manipur in his affidavit by way of evidence has stated that the problem 

m r\ 

of insurgency has been plaguing Manipur for the past several, years 
and the same is the creation of Meitei Extremist Organizations, 
namely, the Peoples' Liberation Army (PLA), an armed wing of the 
organization known as the Revolutionary Peoples' Front (RPF); the 
Peoples' Revolutionary Party of Kangleipak (PREPAK); the United 
National Liberation Fronts (UNLF); the Kanglei Yaol Kanba Lup (KYKL); 
the Kangleipak Communist Party (KCP); and the Manipur Peoples' 
Liberation Front (MPLF). It was stated by him that the State 
Government of Manipur has to deal with the problem of insurgency in 
the State of Manipur created by these Meitei Extremist Organizations 
and that the main objective of these organizations, as claimed by 
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them, is to secede Manipur from the Union of India and for the 
formation ..of an independent sovereign country. In other words, the 
liberation of the State- of'Manipur from the dominion of India was 
stated to be the objective of the said organizations. It was further 
stated by the said .witness that in order to achieve this objective, the 
said Meitei Extremist Organizations'have been indulging in various 
unlawful activities, such as intimidation, extortion of money from the 
general public, terrorization of the people by their acts of killing of 
innocent people, Government employees, police personnel and the 
security force personnel, kidnapping and abduction of top ranking 
Government officials, businessmen and the members of the well-to-do 
families for ransom by demanding huge amount etc. It was also 
stated, that in the pursuit of fulfilling their objective, these 
organizations have been receiving'assistance from foreign countries, 
particularly the neighbouring countries, by way of shelter and 
sanctuary, training, procuring of arms and ammunitions. 

18. As regards the Revolutionary Peoples' Front (RPF) and the 
Peoples' Liberation Army (PLA), it has been stated that these 
organizations have training centres in Myanmar and Bangladesh. It is 

. also stated that RPF is the political wing and that PLA is the armed 
wing. Both these wings are part of the same organization. It has 
been stated that their modus operandi is to move in two wheelers or 

. , hijack four wheelers with small arms or automatic weapons in the 

\ 

town areas and in the outskirts. It is also stated that they even move 
openly in groups wearing combat dresses with full gear and arms and 
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they attack police stations/ outposts and lay ambush .against security 
forces and collect funds from Government Departments, employees, 
businessmen etc. They are said to have close nexus with other similar 
organizations, such as NSCN(K),UNLF, PREPAK* TPDF, ULFA, KCP, 
UPPK etc. It is also a member of the Manipur Peoples' Liberation 
Front (MPLF) which was formed on 01.03.1999 by a joint declaration 
signed by the Chairmen/Presidents of the PREPAK, RPF and UNLF. It 
has further been stated by PW-1 that these two wings have more than 
550 sophisticated weapons like AK-47* AK-56, AK-86, M-16* M-18, M- 
21, M-22, M/20, M-23, LMG and Rocket Launchers etc. in addition to 
about 2000 other arms. 

19. Similar statements have been made by the PW-1 with regard to 
United National Liberation Front (UNLF), Peoples' Revolutionary Party 
of Kangleipak (PREPAK), Kanglei Yaol Kanba Lup (KYKL), Kangleipak 
Communist Party (KCP)* and Manipur Peoples' Liberation Front (MPLF). 
20. Alongwith the affidavit of PW-1, attested copies of FIRs 
registered against the Meitei Extremist Organizations for the period 
13.11.2007 to 15.06.2009 along with seizure memos have been filed 
and the same have been marked as Exhibits PW1/4 to 1/9. Ex 
PW1/10 (Colly) consists of the synopsis of the crimes committed by 
the various banned organizations, seized documents like literature, 
leaflets etc, newspaper clippings and details of justification for 
immediate declaration of these groups as unlawful associations. Ex. 
PWl/ll is the list of abbreviations referring to police stations as used 
in the reports. The attested copies of the special reports prepared by 
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the Superintendent of Police on the activities of these organizations 
are collectively marked as Ex.PWl/12. Ex.PWl/13 are the copies of 
the press releases issued from time to time by these organizations in 
local newspapers. 

21. It has been deposed by PW-1 that these banned organizations 
routinely boycott national functions, namely, Independence Day and 
Republic Day every year. They issue press releases urging people not 
to participate in these functions and because of the fear created by 
these organizations, public attendance is very thin in such functions.- 
In view of the aforesaid facts, the State Government has 
recommended for continuation of the declaration of these 
aforementioned organizations as unlawful associations. The deponent 
has further submitted that inspite of the sincere efforts being made by 
the Government of Manipur and the Government of India, they have 
not been successful in achieving their goat and that of late, the 
activities of these organizations have increased a lot and, therefore, 
the need to declare these organizations as unlawful exists even today 
so as to enable the Government of Manipur to deal with the law and 
order problems effectively. 

22. Statements of 8 officers of Manipur Police Service were recorded. 
These witnesses, namely, PWs 2 to 5 and PWs 7 to 10 tendered their 
respective affidavits in evidence, and deposed about the investigations 
done by them in respect of different FIRs. These witnesses stated that 
the ban imposed on the aforesaid organizations ought to be, continued. 
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23. PW-6, Mr. R.R.Jha Director, Ministry of Home Affairs, 
Government of India, tendered his affidavit dated' 9.2.2010 in 
evidence and stated that in Manipur .militant activities are mainly 
carried out by the Meitei outfits. In view of the prevailing security 

. situation in Manipur, the entire State of Manipur excluding Imphai 

municipal area had been declared as disturbed area under the Armed 

\ ■ 

Forces(Special Power) Act, 1958 by Governor of Manipur from time to 
time. He further stated that declared objective of the aforesaid 
organizations is to establish a sovereign State of Manipur by secession 
of Manipur State from India and these outfits have been engaging in 
armed means to achieve their objectives. ' 

24. He further stated that the fragile law and order situation in the 
State of Manipur remains a cause of concern. The Security Forces 
remain the prime target of Meitei outfits. The details of violent 
incidents by these militant organizations as given in para 4 of his 
affidavit are reproduced below:-.

25. He further deposed that these outfits have, also been boycotting 
the celebration of National Festivals. Apart from violent activities they 
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indulge in extortions from general public and siphoning of development 
funds by coercion. The Meitei outfits have intensified their campaign 

against non-Manipuri residents of the State. Meitei outfits were 

\ 

involved in killing of 22 non-Manipuris in the State as'compared to 21 
killings of non-Manipuris in the whole year of 2008. These outfits 
have been extending support to parochial Meitei organizations for 
organizing agitation on various issues including the protection of the 
territorial integrity of Manipur and withdrawal of the Armed Forces 

(Special Powers) Act, 1958 with a view to perpetuate the rift and 

\ 

animosity among different communities in the State. The gist of 
incidents committed by these organizations relating to the period 
between 2.1.2009 to 29.5.2009 are marked as Ex.PW6/P2. 

26. He deposed that the Meitei UG outfits maintain close links with 
other extremist organizations in the North East such as United 
Liberation Front of Asom (ULFA), All Tripura Tiger Force (ATTF) and 
National Liberation Front of Tripura (NLFT) which have been declared 
unlawful associations under the Unlawful Activities (Prevention) Act, 
1967. They have also been maintaining links with National Socialist 
Council of Nagaland [NSCN (I/M)] and National Socialist Council of 
Nagaland [NSCN (K)]. The Meitei UG outfits have been maintaining 
links , with other extremist organizations with a view to secure their 
assistance for procurement of arms and also for training of their 
cadres for the purpose of achieving their secessionist objectives. . He 
further deposed that the PLA/RPF, UNLF, PREPAK, KCP, KYKL and MPLF 
have-camps in Bangladesh and Myanmar and maintain training centres 
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in. these countries. They have also been procuring arms and 
ammunition from these countries for carrying out their anti India 
activities in Manipur: 

27, . PW-6 further deposed that these organizations have been 
declared unlawful associations with effect from the date of notification 
as it had been felt by Central Government that there should not be any 
gap between expiry of date of previous notification and the present 
notification so that . the police and security forces continue to 
apprehend arid take effective actions against these organizations and 
they do not engage themselves in anti-national activities. The said 
Notification dated 13.11.2009 issued by the Government of India is 
marked as Ex.PW6/P3. 

28. The Tribunal.has also examined the secret.documents which had 
been handed over by the State of Manipur and the Central 
Government in separate sealed covers. 

29. The Tribunal has gone through the documentary evidence placed 
on record and the affidavits and oral evidence adduced by the Union of 
India and the Government of Manipur. 

30. . The evidence led on behalf of the Central Government and the 
Government of Manipur has not been controverted. There is nothing 
on record to contradict the same. There appears no reason to 
disbelieve the statements made by the various witnesses and the 
documentary evidence which has been filed in support of'the oral 
testimonies and the affidavits by way of evidence. 
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31. After considering the entire evidence and all the material placed 
on the record, the Tribunal is of the view that there was sufficient 
cause for declaring the Meitei Extremist Organizations to be unlawful. 
Consequently, the Tribunal confirms the declaration made by the 
Central Government in the Notification No.2883(E) dated 13.11.2009 
issued under Section 3 (1) of the Unlawful Activities (Prevention) Act, 
1967.
